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INTRODUCTION. 


The  reader  will  expect  to  be  informed  why  the  following  pages  are  not 
printed  in  the  ordinary  type.  I am  prepared  to  hear  the  types  in  which 
they  are  printed,  condemned  by  all  my  readers  who  are  not  acquainted 
with  the  discoveries  of  Mr.  Pitman,  of  Bath,  and  who  have  not  observed 
the  extreme  care  with  which  his  inventions  have  been  matured,  or  who 
have  not  inquired  into  the  principles  on  which  they  are  founded.  If  there 
be  among  my  readers  one  person  more  violently  opposed  to  Phonotypy 
than  the  rest,  I can  assure  him  that  I was  at  one  time  quite  as  strongly 
opposed  to  it; — and  I would  earnestly  request  him  to  read  the  following 
statement  of  the  difficulties  and  prejudices  that  I had  to  overcome,  before 
I arrived  at  my  present  conviction,  which  is,  that  the  odd-looking  charac- 
ters in  which  this  book  is  printed,  are  part  of  one  of  the  greatest  inventions 
of  modern  times.  When  I began  to  practice  medicine,  I thought  that  it 
was  my  duty  to  keep  records  of  my  patients’  illnesses,  and  I tried  to  do 
so  in  the  manner  which  I was  accustomed  to  pursue  when  I was  Clinical 
Clerk  to  Dr.  P.  M.  Latham,  physician  extraordinary  to  the  Queen,  at  St. 
Bartholomew’s  Hospital,  London.  I found,  however,  that  a briefer  mode 
of  reporting  was  necessary  than  that  which  is  adopted  in  the  London 
hospitals,  and  that  formulce  were  also  needed  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
cases  'well.  Prom  that  time  to  the  present,  (a  period  of  seven  years,)  my 
attention  has  been  continually  directed  to  the  discovery  of  a better  mode 
of  reporting  cases.  The  first  thing  to  be  done  was  to  discover  a briefer 
mode  of  writing.  The  ordinary  systems  of  short-hand  were  altogether  un- 
suitable, because  they  were  not  legible  or  decipherable  some  months  after 
they  were  written.  In  1841,  a lecturer  came  to  Manchester,  professing 
to  teach  a new  kind  of  short-hand,  which  he  said  was  decipherable  at  any 
distance  of  time.  I did  not  attend  his  lecture,  for  I had  seen  no  notice  of 
its  being  about  to  be  given,  but  I read  a very  strong  condemnation  of  the 
system  in  a leading  journal,  from  which  I drew  the  inference  that  this  new 
mode  of  writing  was  not  worthy  of  my  attention.  But  this  lecturer  was 
Mr.  Pitman,  who  came  to  teach  the  very  system  of  writing  which  it  is 
the  object  of  these  pages  to  recommend  as  the  only  means  of  overcoming 
the  first  difficulty  in  taking  cases  in  the  private  practice  of  medicine.  The 


lumi  who  wrote  that  attack  on  Mr.  Pitman’s  short-hand,  inode  me  iconic 
several  years  of  my  life.  The  attack  was  unjust,  and  the  proprietors  of 
the  journal  in  which  it  appeal'd,  afterwards  declared  that  they  had  been 
mistaken.  But  the  prejudice  I had  imbibed  was  not  easily  removed.  I 
made  no  inquiries  respecting  Phonography,  till,  one  day,  while  I was 
waiting  for  a newspaper  in  a public  room,  I took  up  a copy  of  Mr.  Pit- 
man’s Manual  of  Phonography,  and  read  the  Introduction,  which  made  a 
considerable  impression  on  my  mind.  I soon  afterwards  bought  a copy 
of  his  book,  and  began  to  pay  some  little  attention  to  Phonography.  But 
it  was  a long  time  before  the  great  advantages  of  the  art  as  a means 
of  recording  cases,  became  strongly  fixed  in  my  mind ; and  it  was  still 
longer  before  I understood  the  vast  importance  of  Mr.  Pitman’s  discovery 
of  Phonography.  It  is  only  within  the  last  five  or  six  months  that  I have 
clearly  seen  the  advantages  of  Plionotypy,  that  is,  of  the  mode  of  printing 
adopted  in  this  pamphlet.  I candidly  confess  that  the  new  characters  do 
look  very  queer,  but  when  I feel  disposed  to  laugh  at  them,  I call  to 
mind  the  following  story  from  Goldsmith  : — 

‘ A traveller,  in  his  way  to  Italy,  happening  to  pass  at  the  foot  of  the 
Alps,  found  himself  in  a country  where  the  inhabitants  had  each  a large 
excrescence  depending  from  the  chin,  like  the  pouch  of  a monkey.  This 
deformity,  as  it  was  endemic,  and  the  people  little  used  to  strangers,  it 
had  been  the  custom,  time  immemorial,  to  look  upon  as  the  greatest  or- 
nament to  the  human  visage.  Ladies  grew  toasts  from  the  size  of  their 
chins,  and  none  were  regarded  as  pretty  fellows,  but  such  whose  faces  were 
broadest  at  the  bottom.  It  was  Sunday — the  country  church  was  at  hand, 
and  our  traveller  was  willing  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  day.  Upon  his 
first  appearance  at  the  church  door,  the  eyes  of  all  were  naturally  fixed 
upon  the  stranger,  but  what  was  their  amasement,  when  they  found  that 
he  actually  wanted  that  emblem  of  beauty,  a pursed  chin  }*  This  was  a 
defect  that  not  a single  creature  had  sufficient  gravity  (though  they  were 
noted  for  being  grave)  to  withstand.  Stifled  bursts  of  laughter,  winks, 
and  whispers,  circulated  from  visage  to  visage,  and  the  prismatic  figure  of 
the  stranger’s  face  was  a fund  of  infinite  gaiety ; even  the  parson,  equally 
remarkable  for  his  gravity  and  his  chin,  could  hardly  refrain  joining  in  the 
good  humour.  Our  traveller  could  no  longer  patiently  continue  an  object 
for  deformity  to  point  at.  ‘Good  folks,’  said  he,  ‘I  perceive  that  I am 
the  unfortunate  cause  of  all  this  good  humour.  It  is  true,  I may  have 
faults  in  abundance,  but  I shall  never  be  induced  to  reckon  my  want  of  a 
swelled  face  among  the  number.’  ’ 


* Note  of  laughter. 
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Now  this  new  invention  of  Plionotypy  is  the  stranger  among  ns.  We 
may  all  laugh  at  it  as  a very  Utopian  invention,  hut  we  may  be  assured 
that  our  contempt  for  it  will  be  just  as  absurd  as  the  laughter  of  the 
congregation  of  goitred  people  mentioned  in  the  story.  The  truth  is,  how- 
ever we  may  attempt  to  disguise  the  fact,  that  there  are  deformities  in 
our  mode  of  spelling  and  printing,  not  less  hideous  than  those  frightful 
bodily  deformities  which  occur  in  the  Alps  from  enlargement  of  the  thyroid 
gland  ; and  however  witty  we  may  be  at  the  expense  of  the  strange  types 
and  spellings  by  which  it  is  proposed  to  rid  us  of  our  incubus,  the  new 
types  are  nevertheless  the  genuine  standard  of  what  our  writing  ought  to 
be,  just  as  the  stranger’s  neck  (or  as  Goldsmith  has  it,  the  chin)  was  the 
true  standard  of  what  the  human  neck  should  be.  Men  may  say  that  I 
am  an  enthusiast,  but  I am  no  solitary  dreamer;  I belong  to  a body  of 
above  a thousand  individuals,  who  have  formed  themselves  into  a Society, 
to  cany  out  Mr.  Pitman’s  grand  reform  in  literature.  Watt  waited  ten 
years  before  he  could  get  any  one  to  try  his  steam-engine ; Napoleon’s 
commissioners  reported  that  Pulton’s  invention  of  steam  navigation  was 
impracticable.  Steam  vessels  now  pass  from  England  to  America,  yet  the 
scientific  men  of  those  days  (and  they  were  men  of  great  ability)  said  that 
it  was  not  possible  to  pass  from  Calais  to  Dover  in  a steamer  f 

But  it  ia  tune  to  unfold  the  nature  and  principles  of  this  invention  of 
Mr.  Pitman’s.  No  one  will  deuy  that  it  would  be  a great  assistance  to  a 
child  in  learning  to  read,  if  the  letters  in  which  a book  is  printed  were 
a sure  guide  to  the  pronunciation ; that  is  to  say,  if  the  letters  suggested 
the  sounds,  just  as  the  notes  in  printed  music  suggest  to  the  musician  the 
true  reading  of  a piece  of  music.  In  music  this  is  accomplished  by  hav- 
ing signs  which  always  stand  for  the  same  note,  and  no  other.  The  signs 
which  Mr.  Pitman  has  invented  represent  in  like  manner  the  sounds  which 
are  heard  in  the  English  language.  The  following  instances  will  show  in 
what  respects  his  system  of  spelling  and  printing  differs  from  the  old. 
Iu  the  old  system  of  spelling,  many  words  are  spelt  alike,  and  yet  pro- 
nounced differently,  or  vice  versa.  In  the  following  words  ending  in  ough, 
the  pronunciation  is  in  each  instance  different : cough,  lough,  though, 
through,  rough,  hough,  hiccough,  ought ; so  that  the  knowledge  of  the 
pronunciation  of  one  of  these  words  is  no  guide  to  the  pronunciation  of 
the  rest.  Hence  it  is  obvious  that  the  child  or  the  foreigner,  in  learning 
our  language,  has  to  commit  the  pronunciation  of  each  word  to  memory. 
But  S why  should  there  not  be  letters  invented  which  shall  show  the  true 
pronunciation.  S Why  arc  there  not  types  invented  which  will  give  the 
child  the  same  assistance  in  learning  to  read,  as  musical  notes  do  in  learn- 
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ing  to  sing.  Mr.  Pitman  lias  found  out  such  signs,  and  they  will  enable 
the  child  to  learn  to  read  in  a much  shorter  time  than  formerly.  If  the 
reader  will  pronounce  aloud  the  following  words,  he  will  perceive  that  in 
all  of  them  the  letter  a is  heard  sounded  as  in  the  word  play.  Let  the 
reader  observe  the  various  ways  in  which  they  are  spelt  on  the  present 
plan,  and  then  compare  them  with  the  spelling  of  Phonotypy : — mate, 
mating,  plagae,  da/dia,  pain,  reign,  straight,  gaol  (sometimes  spelt  jail), 
gauge,  gauging,  pr ay,  prayed,  great,  veil,  weigh,  weighed,  they,  conveyed ; 
in  Phonotypy — mat,  math),  plag,  dalia,  pan,  ran,  strat,  jal,  gaj,  gajig,  pra, 
prad,  grat,  val,  wa,  wad,  da,  convad. 

Again,  with  respect  to  ouylt,  its  pronunciation  is  very  various.  Head, 
for  instance,  the  following  words  aloud ; plough,  cough,  enough,  though, 
through,  hough,  hiccough,  ought.  Enough  I hope  has  been  said  to  show 
the  reader  that  on  the  old  plan  the  child  has  to  commit  to  memory  the 
pronunciation  of  each  word,  and  that  the  spelling  is  no  guide  to  the  true 
pronunciation.  On  Mr.  Pitman’s  plan,  all  difficulties  of  spelling  are  for 
ever  abolished.  The  word  is  spelt  as  it  is  pronounced,  and  where  there 
were  no  characters  in  the  language  to  represent  the  sounds,  he  has  invented 
new  ones.  His  invention  will  enable  a child  to  learn  to  read  and  write  in 
a much  shorter  time,  and  it  will  greatly  facilitate  the  education  of  the 
people  of  every  nation,  for  it  is  applicable  to  all  languages. 

If  the  reader  will  examine  the  typography  of  this  pamphlet,  he  will  find 
in  it  some  characters  to  which  he  is  unaccustomed,  and  he  will  also  find 
familiar  words  spelt  in  a manner  very  different  from  the  ordinary  mode  of 
spelling.  The  new  characters  which  he  meets  with  are  the  types  repre- 
senting such  sounds  in  the  English  language  as  could  not  be  represented  by 
the  ordinary  types ; for  example,  the  sounds  th,  ou,  &c.  He  will  observe 
also  that  every  word  is  spelt  as  it  is  pronounced,  and  that  all  unnecessary 
letters  are  rejected.  It  is  all  but  impossible  for  a foreigner  to  learn  the 
pronunciation  of  our  language,  by  reason  of  the  various  pronunciation  of 
the  same  combination  of  letters ; thus,  ough  in  the  word  enough  has  the 
same  sound  as  is  heard  in  the  word  stuff;  but  in  plough  it  has  a totally 
distinct  sound,  and  would  rhyme  with  note.  In  borough  and  in  thorough 
it  has  another  sound.  Any  one  who  will  reflect  for  a few  minutes  will  see 
that  a child  when  learning  the  pronunciation  of  the  English  language  has 
to  commit  to  memory  every  word.  The  spelling  is  no  guide  to  the  pro- 
nunciation, and  the  pronunciation  is  no  guide  to  the  spelling.  But  in  the 
pamphlet  before  the  reader,  except  in  the  Title-page,  the  Dedication,  and 
the  Introduction,  there  is  no  letter  used  which  has  not  a distinct  sound 
heard  in  the  pronunciation  of  the  word  in  which  it  occurs.  In  other 
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words,  Mr.  Pitman  has  reduced  the  English  language  to  the  same  prin- 
ciples which  have  rendered  musical  notation  universal : he  has  given  us 
a few  signs  always  bearing  but  one  sound.  If  those  signs  are  once  learnt, 
a child  can  pronounce  every  strange  word  accurately  at  sight.  Mr.  Pit- 
man has  done  for  language  what  was  long  ago  done  for  music : he  has 
furnished  us  with  the  principles  of  a universal  language ; and  if  we  English- 
men will  not  act  in  this  case,  as  the  foolish  Portugeuse  did  when  Columbus 
offered  them  another  world,  our  language  will  be  the  universal  one.  Some 
of  my  readers  will  set  me  down  for  an  enthusiastic  dreamer.  They  may 
give  me  any  nick-name  they  like,  if  they  will  but  throw  aside  then-  preju- 
dices, and  investigate  the  merits  of  the  system  I am  advocating.  I have 
already  told  them  I was  convinced  against  my  own  prejudices  until  respect 
to  Phonography,  and  I do  not  hesitate  to  admit  that  at  first  sight,  some 
of  the  types  in  Phonotypic  printing  do  look  very  odd,  but  that  is  not  the 
way  in  which  a matter  of  this  kind  should  be  regarded.  R steam-engine, 
no  doubt,  looked  very  odd  to  those  who  first  saw  it.  The  dress  of  an 
Armenian  looks  very  odd  to  a European ; not  that  there  is  any  thing  really 
objectionable  in  it,  but  simply  because  it  is  new  to  us.  The  following  letter 
was  written  in  reply  to  certain  objections  made  against  Phonotypy,  and 
will  perhaps  be  found  to  put  the  cpiestion  in  a still  clearer  point  of  view. 
I know  of  no  reason  why  I should  not  give  the  name  of  the  gentleman  to 
whom  it  was  addressed.  He  believes  that  he  is  right  in  the  view’  he  takes 
of  the  matter,  and  I believe  that  I am  right  in  my  view.  The  reader  will 
find  each  of  my  friend  Mr.  Joel  Plymley’s  objections  fairly  stated  in  the 
course  of  my  answrer  to  his  letter.  If  I in  any  one  instance  misrepresent, 
it  is  from  his  own  ambiguity.  My  friend  is  often,  it  must  be  confessed, 
very  self-willed,  like  all  the  members  of  his  very  celebrated  and  extensive 
family.  I think  it  will  do  him  good  to  express  my  opinion  in  print.  I 
run  no  risk  in  doing  so,  for,  like  the  public,  however  obstinate  and  stolid 
he  may  be  in  the  first  instance,  in  his  reflections  on  a new  thing,  yet  he 
is  sure  to  come  right  in  the  end. 

TO  MR.  JOEL  PLYMLEY,  OF  DOUBTING  ALLEY. 

Sir, — I have  carefully  examined  your  reasons  for  supposing  that  Pho- 
notypy  will  be  a failure.  While  you  admit  that  it  is  a very  difficult  thing 
to  teach  children  to  read  on  the  present  plan,  you  do  not  appear  to  me  to 
fully  understand  how  this  new  discovery  is  to  rectify  the  evil.  You  object 
to  it  that  no  more  is  needed  to  ensure  its  condemnation  than  to  exhibit  a 
printed  page  to  any  person  who  knows  what  reading  is.  While  I admit 
again,  as  I have  admitted  to  you  before,  that  the  types  do  look  a little 
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odd,  yet  I must  protest  against  any  one  condemning  either  a stranger  or 
a strange  tiling,  on  account  of  something  odd  in  his  or  its  appearance. 
You  remember  the  anecdote  I told  you  of  the  stranger  on  the  Alps,  who  was 
laughed  at  by  the  natives  because  he  had  not  a huge  bag  growing  from  his 
throat,  and  hanging  down  to  his  lap.  You  and  I should  look  very  strange 
if  we  went  into  Abyssinia  in  our  European  costume.  We  should  create 
more  fun  and  laughter  than  these  little  typographical  strangers  null  ever  do. 

You  think  I exaggerate  the  importance  of  these  new  letters , and  of  this  new 
mode  of  spelling,  and  you  think  that  it  does  not  matter  very  much  that  ice  spell 
both  plough  and  enough  with  ‘ oughj  though  they  are  differently  pronounced. 

If  these  were  the  only  two  words  in  our  language  that  are  spelt  wrong, 
your  objection  would  be  a valid  one.  But  S did  I not  tell  you  that  out  of 
the  50,000  words  in  the  English  language,  you  cannot  find  50  spelt  as  they 
are  pronounced.  It  is  all  very  well  for  you  and  for  such  as  you  to  say, 
that  people  do  learn  to  read  and  to  spell  well  on  the  old  plan.  But  you 
forget  that  you  could  devote  many  years  to  it, — that  you  had  educated 
friends  at  home  who  could  assist  and  correct  you  when  you  had  mispro- 
nounced a word.  But,  suppose  that  you  aud  I had  been  poor  men’s  chil- 
dren, ? could  we  have  learnt  to  read  and  write  our  language  with  facility. 
What  our  parents  and  teachers  were  to  us,  as  guides  in  the  pronunciation 
of  words, — that  will  these  little  characters  which  look  so  funny  to  you, 
become  to  the  poor  man’s  child.  Alas  ! for  Sheridan  and  Walker,  ‘their 
occupation  is  gone;’  seventeen  little  bits  of  lead,  are  to  supersede  their 
clumsy  volumes,  and  make  each  word  tell  its  own  pronunciation ; and  they 
are  to  deliver  us  for  ever  from  words  spelt  like  ‘ Solomon,’  and  pronounced 
like  ‘ Nebuchadnezzar  } ’ 

Your  next  objection  is,  that  all  boohs  printed  in  the  present  types  will  be 
illegible  to  those  who  learn  the  new  method.  This  is  not  exactly  the  case ; 
for  those  who  can  now  read  the  old  spelling,  will  always  be  able  to  read  it, 
and  those  who  learn  on  the  new  plan  will  accpiire  the  power  to  read  the 
old  books  in  a much  shorter  time  than  would  have  been  necessary  without 
a previous  Phonotypic  training.  This  is  no  slight  recommendation  of  the 
new  method,  but  a greater  advantage  still  is,  that  all  persons  will  be  de- 
livered from  the  necessity  of  writing,  and  consequently  spelling  on  the  old 
plan,  which  is  1,074  times  as  difficult  as  to  read  by  it.  On  this  subject 
I beg  to  refer  you  to  an  'able  pamphlet,  * A Plea  for  Phonotvpy  and  Pho- 
nography, or  Speech-Printing  and  Speech- Writing,’  by  A.  J.  Ellis,  B.  A* 
The  proof  of  the  above  assertion  will  be  found  in  page  22.

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When  you  think  that  I over-estimate  the  importance  of  the  new  types, 
as  constituting  an  era  in  the  world’s  history,  you  seem  to  have  utterly  for- 
gotten that  these  types  are  applicable  to  every  language.  They  are  sub- 
stitutes for  the  Hebrew,  Arabic,  Persian,  Hindostanee,  and  for  every  other 
language  in  which  there  are  outlandish  types.  In  fact  these  new  letters 
used  in  the  manner  in  which  they  are  directed  to  he  used,  namely,  each  as 
the  representative  of  one  given  sound,  and  of  no  other,  are  sure  to  become 
The  Notes  of  the  Music  of  Speech,  just  as  the  ordinary  musical  characters 
are  the  Notes  of  the  Music  of  Harmony  and  Melody ; and  the  inhabitants 
of  every  country  will  read  and  spell  by  note,  just  as  the  singers  of  all 
civilized  countries  sing  by  the  same  musical  notation.  q.  Am  I too  en- 
thusiastic then,  when  I call  Phonotypy  Universal  Notes  for  the  Music  of 
Speech ; or  in  regarding  this  invention  as  a great  step  towards  a universal 
language.  These  are,  however,  matters  for  future  consideration.  The 
question  just  now  is,  whether  we  shall  adopt  this  steam-engine  for  teaching 
the  art  of  reading,  and  thus  help  our  ignorant  countrymen  to  a know- 
ledge of  letters,  and  give  them  a key  that  shall  open  to  them  the  gate 
leading  to  the  temple  of  knowledge,  or  whether  we  shall  take  your  advice, 
and  wait  a few  years  to  see  how  the  thing  will  answer.  As  for  me,  my 
course  is  plain.  By  every  means  in  my  power,  do  I feel  myself  bound  to 
extend  the  knowledge  of  this  most  wonderful  discovery.  I invite  the  closest 
scrutiny  into  its  principles  and  details.  Magna  est  veritas  et  prcevalebit. 
All  the  favour  I ask  for  this  truth  is  a fair  field,  and  no  prejudice,  and  I 
would  not  ask  for  even  these  concessions,  (so  strongly  am  I convinced  of 
its  ultimate  success,)  did  I not  see  around  me  thousands  of  our  fellow- 
creatures,  who  may  remain  in  ignorance  of  the  truths  of  Scripture,  and  of 
the  rudiments  of  literature, — if  your  precious  old  system  is  to  be  propped 
up  for  even  five  or  ten  years  longer.  I will  send  you  the  Manual  of  Pho- 
nography for  your  boy. 

Thank  you  for  the  interest  which  you  take  in  the  subject  of  my  pam- 
phlet. I dare  say  you  ivill  see  a great  many  objections  to  the  introduction 
of  the  custom  of  Medical  Reporting.  Time  'will,  however,  show  how  far 
they  are  capable  of  being  overcome.

tie  objects  ov  dis  esa  ar  tm  purswad  de  medical  atendants  ov  familiz  tux 
comit  tiu  rjtiij  de  peculiaritiz  ov  dar  pajents  constitiijunz,  and  de  particu- 
Ixxrz  ov  dar  ilnesiz ; and  tux  ofm-  sum  sujestiunz  for  de  impruxvment  ov  de 
mod  ov  recordig  casiz  in  de  privet  practis  ov  medisin. 

3ar  iz  a remarcabl  difurens  betwen  medisin  and  udiu'  ocupajunz,  az 
regardz  de  degre  ov  car  wid  hwig  dar  respectiv  practijunurz  conait  de  detalz 
ov  dar  sevural  celigz  tux  rjtig.  It  iz  not  uncomun  for  famili  medical 
practijunurz  tux  pas  trxu  ljf  widst  macig  memoranda  ov  de  detalz  ov  de 
casiz  hwig  da  hav  treted ; or  if  da  hav  mad  eni  memoranda  hwotevur,  da 
or  edur  so  bref,  or  da  cur  dren  up  so  ixnsistematicali,  dat  da  ar  elrnost 
wurtles,  edixr  for  de  pxxrpus  ov  refurens,  or  az  a fsndajun  for  Eeports  cal- 
culated tux  advans  de  Art  ov  Medisin.  In  udur  profejunz,  on  de  contrari, 
dar  iz  grat  atenjun  pad  txu  de  recordig  ov  facts,  in  ordur  tm  gard  agenst 
erurz  and  mistacs.  In  a cort  ov  justis,  we  se  de  juj  macig  nets  ov  de 
depozijunz  ov  de  witnesiz.  In  astronomical  obzurvaturiz,  and  in  de 
laboraturiz  ov  cemists,  we  f jnd  de  utmost  car  in  recordig  de  obzurvajunz 
and  analisez.  Xots  ar  mad  on  el  de  transaejunz  ov  leyurz  and  murgants. 
Public  bodiz  liav  secreteriz  tm  mac  rninuts  ov  dar  prosedigz.  3ar  ar 
meni  tradz  elso  in  hwig  de  utmost  car  iz  obzurvd  in  macig  nots  ov  detalz. 
Tac,  az  egzamplz,  de  memoranda  ov  megurments  mad  bj  arcitects,  sur- 
vaurz,  masunz,  jemurz,  and  talurz.  Yet  dar  iz  mug  gratxxr  nesesiti  for 
macig  memoranda  in  medisin,  dan  in  eni  ov  de  profejunz  and  tradz  liwig 
i hav  just  enumurated. 

Qldo  dar  egzists  dis  grat  neglect  ov  cas-tacig  in  medisin,  it  iz  not  becez 
de  subject  liciz  not  ben  bret  befor  mcdiccd  practijunurz.  On  de  contrari, 
dar  ar  numuras  recomendajunz  ov  it  in  rjturz  ov  el  ajiz.  We  or  told  dat 
Hipocratez  sed  dat  wun  ov  de  gef  caractxmstics  ov  de  giad  fizijan  woz  dat 

woz  dilijent  in  cas-tacig.  Lord  Bacun  se  elerli  its  importcins,  and  liiz 
remarcs  on  it  ar  almost  az  apropriet  at  de  prezent  da  az  hwen  he  rot  dem 
tui  scnturiz  ago.  ‘ In  medisin,  de  furst  defijensi  hwig  j tige  gud  tm  not, 
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iz  clt  discontinuous  ov  de  anjent  and  serins  dilijens  ov  Ilipocratez,  lnvig 
uzd  tui  set  dsn  a narativ  ov  de  spejal  casiz  ov  hiz  pajents,  and  hs  da 
prossded,  and  lis  da  war  jujd  bj  a rECiivuri  or  det.  clurfor,  haviy  an 
egzampl  propur  in  de  fadur  ov  de  art,  j Jul  not  ned  tm  alej  an  egzampl 
foren,  ov  de  wizdum  ov  de  lsyurz,  hrn  ar  carful  tiu  report  mi  casiz  and 
desigunz  for  de  direcjun  ov  futur  jujments.  3is  discontinuans  ov  medisinal 
liistori  i fjnd  dsfijent,  liwig  j undurstand  nedur  tui  be  so  infinit  az  tm 
ccstend  tui  evuri  comun  cas,  nor  so  rezurvd  az  tui  admit  nun  but  wun- 
durz ; for  ineni  tiijz  ar  nil  in  de  manur,  lnvig  ar  not  nil  in  de  cjnd : and 
if  men  wil  intend  tui  obzurv,  da  Jed  fjnd  mug  tui  obzurv.’* 

Not  les  abli  hav  Hofmcin,  Baglivi,  and  Feriar  (Ferriar),  ritn  on  de  ad- 
vantejiz  ov  cas-taciij.  Hofmcin  in  varius  parts  ov  liiz  rjtipz  dwelz  on  its 
importans  at  considurcibl  lept. 

Dr.  Feriar  went  so  far  az  tm  sa  ‘ 1 hav  fsiid  bj  sum  lept  ov  ecsperiens 
dat  it  iz  absoliitli  neseseri  for  a fizijan  hrn  wud  elm  justis  tm  hiz  pajents, 
tiu  cep  a regular  aesnt  ov  hiz  sucses  in  de  tretment  ov  dificult  casiz  ov 
dizez.’f 

It  wud  be  an  ezi  matm  tui  multiply  cwotajunz  from  rjturz  ov  de  gratest 
selebriti  on  de  nesesiti  and  advantejiz  ov  cas-taciij  : it  iz  enuf,  hisevur,  tm 
obzurv,  dat  hwjl  j hav  not  ben  abl  tm  fjnd  a sipgl  objeejun  tm  it  in  eni 
medical  rjtur,  j hav  fond  numurus  and  strop  testimuniz  tm  its  valu.  It 
wil  naturali  be  aset,  hs  it  iz  dat  it  iz  so  mug  neglected,  seiij  dat  it  haz 
ben  so  stropli  recomended  bj  de  grat  rjturz  on  de  cidvcmsment  ov  medisin, 
from  de  daz  ov  Ilipocratez  tiu  de  prezent  tjm.  $ belev  dat  de  onli  emsur 
tm  dis  ewestiun  iz  dat  it  iz  el  but  impracticabl  tiu  tac  casiz  in  prjvet 
practis,  if  da  or  tui  be  ritn  st  in  lop-hand,  and  if  de  cas-tacur  haz  not 
tablz  tui  gjd  him.  On  no  udur  grsnd  can  de  grat  neglect  ov  cas-tacip  be 
ecspland.  For  if  we  considur  its  advantejiz  in  relajun  tm  de  pueent,  de 
puactieunuk,  and  de  art,  j tipc  its  clamz  ar  so  strop  dat  it  must  hav 
becum  univursal,  had  it  not  ben  for  de  obstaclz  tui  lnvig  j hav  abided. 

It  wud  be  h®li  advantrjus  TUT  RE  pflEENT.  Enu'i  pajent  felz  de 
grat  importans  ov  hiz  medical  atendaut  undurstandip  hiz  constitujun,  and 
dar  can  be  no  dst  it  iz  ov  veri  grat  importans  tui  remembur  de  peculiaritiz 
ov  de  constitujunz  ov  pajents,  in  ordur  tui  tret  dar  dizeziz  wel.  But  if 
medical  men  mac  no  memoranda,  ? hs  ar  de  varius  porticulurz  ov  eg  pa- 
jents constitujun  tui  be  rememburd.  1 Wil  eni  wun  belev  dat  eni  prac- 
tijunur  hrn  duz  not  cep  a jurned  can  remembur  de  porticulurz  ov  el  hiz

numbur  ov  facts  neseseri  tin  be  rsmemburd.  Let  us  glans  at  de  pmarz 
ov  memori  neseseri  for  de  purpus.  In  de  furst  plas,  de  frecwensi  ov  de 
puls  in  belt  iz  a matur  ov  considurabl  importans.  It  ina  not  be  jenurali 
non  dat  its  natural  frecwensi  variz  a gud  del  in  difurent  pursunz.  He 
avurej  standurd  iz  72  bets  in  a mimit,  but  dar  ai’  instansiz  on  record  in 
bwig  it  haz  ben  az  lo  az  25,  and  az  hj  az  100  or  125,  in  pursuns  hui  war 
in  purfect  belt.  Agen,  dar  ar  difurensiz  in  de  puls  ov  de  sam  individual 
in  de  trn  rists ; in  de  wun  rist  de  puls  ma  be  veri  strop,  and  in  de  udur  it 
ma  be  veri  febl,  oiij  tui  sum  iregulariti  in  de  distribufun  ov  de  cirturi. 
Rostan,  a selebrated  Frenq  l'itur  on  medisin,  sez,  ‘ II  est  des  personnes  chez 
Usquelles  dans  Vetat  de  sante,  le  poub  id  est  ni  egal  ni  regulier,  ce  quit  est 
important  de  savoir  pour  bien  apprecier  les  changernents  qu’il  pent  subir  dans 
Vetat  de  maladie.’ — Cours  de  Medicine  Clinique.  Bruxelles , 1832,  p.  29. 
Rar  or  meni  udur  peculiarity  in  de  puls,  bwig  it  iz  important  tui  no,  but 
it  iz  sufijent  tui  bav  enumurated  de  abuv.  S Can  eni  wun  belev  dat  de 
most  retentiv  memori  cud  retail  a nolej  ov  el  dez  peculiarity  in  eg  ov  de 
niimurus  pajents  bwig  a medical  man  wiad  be  celd  upon  tui  se  in  de  cars 
ov  biz  ljf. 

Agen,  dar  iz  veil  grat  difurens  in  pursunz  in  de  natural  frscwenst  ov 
de  acjun  ov  de  bselz.  It  iz  wel  non  dat  dar  ar  most  ecstrordineri  difur- 
ensiz in  dis  respect.  Dr.  Heburden  bad  a pajent  bui  bad  onli  wun  dejec- 
Jun  a munt,  and  anudur  hui  bad  twelv  dali  for  turti  yerz,  and  den  sevn 
a da  for  sevn  yerz ; and  be  sez  dat  de  latur  pajent  did  not  gro  emajiated, 
but,  on  de  contruri,  imprmvd  in  hiz  jenurol  belt  !* 

i admit  dat  dez  ar  veri  ecstrem  casiz,  and  sug  az  ar  noMlJcli  tui  ocur. 
Let  us,  bsevur,  reflect  on  de  difurensiz  dat  egzist  wid  respect  tui  de  acjun 
ov  purgativz.  clar  or  sum  upon  burni  a fu  granz  ov  ruibarb  act  veri 
psurfiali ; dar  ar  udurz  upon  buim  de  most  potent  purgativz  produs  liardli 
eni  efect.  Re z vaqetiz  in  constitujunz  ca’  veri  comun ; and  it  iz  probabl 
dat  mug  misgif  iz  dun  bj  de  neglect  ov  atenjun  tui  dez  peculiarity.  Yet 
1 duz  eni  wun  supoz  dat  it  iz  posibl  for  eni  medical  man,  bra  duz  not  mac 
memoranda,  tui  bar  in  mjnd  de  dos  ov  purgativz  recwjrd  for  eg  ov  biz 
pajents.  Ren  dar  or  veri  stranj  antipatiz  in  sum  individualz  tra  partic- 
ulur  articlz  ov  frad,  and  tra  particular  medisinz.  Rar  or  sum  pursunz 
hui  canot  et  egz  or  vel.  Rar  cur  udurz  lira  cctnot  et  red  fij,  or  Jel-fiJ.  i no 
a ladi  lira  wuns  sufurd  so  severli  from  etiij  lobsturz,  dcit  Je  canot  bar  tra  tast

Brasavolus  reports  ov  de  yuggur  detur  ov  Freduric,  Cirj 
ov  Naplz,  dat  Je  wud  not  et  eni  cjnd  ov  flej,  nor  so  mug  az  tast  ov  it,  and 
az  ofn  az  Je  put  a bit  ov  it  intra  bur  mzrfc,  Je  woz  sezd  wid  a violent  sig- 
cope,  and  felig  tui  de  mi,  and  roliij  hurself  darupon,  wud  lamentabli  Jrec 
3t.  His  Je  wud  continii  tiu  dm  for  de  spas  ov  hqf  an  sr  aftur  Je  woz  re- 
turnd  tm  hurself.  Hez  casiz  or  elso  from  Wod.  Meni  ma  regard  dem 
az  irelevant,  but  \ strogli  suspect  dat  sug  casiz  ar  ov  no  veri  unfreewent 
ocurens,  and  dat  if  de  udur  facts  respect  ig  de  constitnjunz  ov  sug  pursunz 
war  acurctli  recorded,  sum  most  inturestig  and  practical  infurensiz  wud 
be  obtand,  az  tm  de  tretment  ov  dizez.  Scwuli  stranj  peciiliaritiz  egzist 
wid  respect  tm  remediz.  i liav  a pajent  hm  canot  tac  de  smelest  dos  ov 
rmbcu’b  widst  havig  de  most  violent  vomitig  and  purjig,  atended  wid  a 
prostrajun  ov  stregt  pmfectli  alarmiij.  It  haz  elwaz  had  dis  efect  upon  lnu-.

He  fqdur  ov  wun  ov  mj  pajents  cud 
not  tac  de  smelest  cwontiti  ov  opium  widst  its  prodqsiij  erisipelas.  Dr. 
Cristisun  in  hiz  buc  on  Paznz,  sez,  ‘H  veri  important  surcumstans  tm 
atend  tm  in  respect  tm  de  dos  ov  opium  recwjrd  tm  prmv  fatal,  iz  de 
inflmens  ov  constitujunal  surcumstansiz  in  renduriij  dis  drug  unujuali 
cnurjetic.  Hus  j am  aewanted  wid  a jentlman  on  hmm  sevn  drops  ov 
ledanum  act  wid  grat  surtenti  az  a Ilipnotic.  In  sug  a wun,  dosiz  hwig 
ar  safli  tacn  bj  meni,  mjt  pnuv  danjurus.’  Az  a prraf  ov  de  endurans  ov 
sum  constitujmiz  ov  de  cfects  ov  opium,  he  menjuiiz  de  cas  ov  a jentlman 
hm  iz  unacustmnd  tm  de  us  ov  opium,  hm  haz  tacn  widst  injuri  nerli  an

Se  tuc  de  dos,  and  de  necst  mornig 
Jod  de  prescripjun  tm  hur  ordineri  atendant.  ‘ Hwj,5  sed  he,  ‘ u hav  dun 
de  veri  tiij  u war  so  aijcjus  tm  averd ; u hav  tacn  murcuri.  Ye  replid, 
‘ j tot  az  muq,  from  de  sensajunz  i hav  in  mi  mst.’  Furius  salivajun  cam 
on  in  a fii  srz,  and  Je  djd  at  de  end  ov  tm  yerz,  worn  st  bi  de  efects  ov 
de  murcuri,  and  iiavitj  lost  pqrxunz  ov  us  jo-bon  b*  nsckosis. 
Anudm  medical  man  informd  me  dat  he  nu  a pmsun  so  suseptibl  ov  de 
inflmens  ov  mercuri,  dat  hwen  hiz  wjf  had  rubd  a veri  smel  cwontiti  ov 
hwjt  presipitet  cmtment  upon  hur  nee,  for  sum  cutanius  afecjun,  aftur 
skpiij  wid  hur,  hiz  gumz  war  tendur  for  tre  or  for  daz,  and  sljt  salivajun 
tuc  plas.  dis  did  not  hapn  wuns  onli,  but  tre  sevural  timz.  On  wun 
ocajun  dis  sam  man  tuc  tm  blm  pilz,  az  prelimineri  tm  a comun  purj,  and 
he  woz  salivated  profusli  for  sics  wees.  Casiz  similar  tm  dis  ocm  ns  and 
den  tm  most  medical  men : we  canot  tel  befor-hand  in  hmm  suq  efects  ar 
tui  be  luct  for ; but  it  iz  nevur  prmdent  tm  neglect  eni  wornip  on  dis  pernt.’f 
dar  ar  sum  pursunz  lim  rezist  de  acjun  ov  ccdomel  for  munts  tmgedur ; 
dar  m-  udurz  in  hmm  veri  smel  dosiz  produs  most  violent  efects.  Yet  dis  iz 
a remedi  hwiq  meni  mudurz  tac  upon  demselvz  tm  prescrib  tm  dar  qildren. 

dar  iz  a cas  menjund  bi  Dr.  Brit,  (deports  vol.  2,  p.  337,)  Invar  fpv 
granz  ov  blm  pil  ecsited  violent  salivajun  in  tre  srz. 

dar  ar  sum  pursunz  in  hmm  ipecacuana  produsiz  unu^uali  distresiij 
simptumz. 

dar  ar  grat  varjetiz  in  de  psur  ov  endiyiij  pan.  Sum  pursunz  can  en- 
dur  a wundurful  amvnt  ov  pan ; udurz  ar  tron  intm  convuljunz  bj  a slit 
degre  ov  pan.  Dr.  Ilwit  (Whytt)  sez  he  haz  non  sum,  evn  men,  hmz 
nurvus  sistemz  war  so  delicet  and  mmvabl,  dat  a vomit  or  purj,  or  de 
pan  razd  hi  a blistur,  wud  tro  dem  intm  convuljunz.

On 
de  contmri,  j am  ov  opiniun  dat  dez  ar  de  veri  casiz  dut  ar  most  dezurviij 
ov  beii)  recorded,  not  onli  for  de  safti  ov  de  pajcnt,  but  az  a menz  ov  ad- 
vansip  sr  nolej  ov  de  art  ov  medisin.  if  fel  Juir  dat  it  wil-heraftur  be  fund 
dat  dez  peculiaritiz,  or  idiosincrasiz,  ar  sjnz  or  t{ps ; and  dat  da  wil  giv 
us  a cliu  tra  de  individual  coustitnjun  in  limm  da  ocur,  and  wil  aford  us 
valiiabl  ad  in  de  tretment  ov  dizez.  At  prezent,  de  onli  ns  dat  sr  nolej 
ov  meni  ov  dem  iz  tm  us,  iz  in  teqiq  us  not  tra  wast  tjm  bj  administuriij 
medisinz  hwiq  dux  not  agre  wid  de  pajent.

Suq  psurz  ov  memori  wmd  be 
envjd  bj  de  lisscepur,  hm,  h avii]  alsd  bur  aesnts  tra  get  a fu  daz  in  arerz, 
trjz  tm  remembur  hs  Je  haz  spent  de  muni  Je  haz  tm  acsnt  for.  if  hav 
sumtjmz  non  de  mudur  ov  a larj  famili  at  a los  tm  remembur  hwedur  a 
particulur  qjld  haz  had  de  scarlet  fevur.  Yet  dis  iz  a practical  fact  ov 
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de  gratest  ixnportans.  But  if  a mudur  forgets  suq  a fact,  S iz  it  ljcli  dat  a 
medical  man  can  remembxxr  it.  If,  hsevxu,  memoranda  war  mad  at  eg

Anudxw  advantej  tux 
de  pajent  wud  be,  dat  if  de  recordz  ov  de  peextfiaritiz  ov  biz  constitxijun  or 
prezurvd  bj  biz  medical  atendant,  da  can  be  banded  dx>n  tux  de  necst  at- 
endant.  Anudur  advantej  tux  de  pajent  wud  be,  dat  in  de  event  ov  its 
beii)  neseseri  tux  bav  furdur  advjs,  de  consultip  fizijan  wud  bav  de  sixjgulur 
advantej  ov  refuriij  txu  a record  ov  el  de  facts  ov  de  cas,  and  wud  dus  be 
enabld  txu  form  a mor  aciiret  opiniun  ov  its  natxir,  and  txu  preserjb 
acordiijli.

report  wud  contaxx  no  nam.  cle  Comenteriz  ov  Dr.  Heburden  Jo  bs  muq 
wun  man  ma  dux  tordz  de  advansment  ov  biz  cut. 

If  an  old  practijunxxr  djz,  levixj  no  memoranda  bebjnd  him,  biz  det  et 
tux  be  regarded  az  a culcimiti  txxx  eq  ov  biz  pajents  and  tux  de  wurld ; for, 
el  de  nolej  hwiq  he  liaz  gand  ov  de  constitiijxuxz  ov  biz  pajents  djz  wid 
him,  and  so  duz  el  de  eesperiens  hwiq  be  haz  acximulated  in  de  practis  ov 
hiz  profejun.  Trj  tux  consev  de  sufurhj,  pan,  and  nxizuri,  hwiq  xnust  bav 
egzisted  lxwar  dat  eesperiens  woz  gadurd.  Onli  tiijc  ov  de  tszandz  ov 
casiz  hwiq  must  hav  ben  treted  bj  a famili  practijunxxr  in  de  cars  ov  a 
loij  Ijf. 

Hwen  we  considur  dat  dar  iz  no  ilnes  lxwiq  duz  not  ctford  materialz  tux 
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de  carful  and  tetful  fizijan  for  advansiij  sr  nolej  ov  dizez,  and  for  de  pur- 
fecjun  ov  its  tretment,  we  can  searsli  acwit  de  famili  fizijan  ov  culpabl 
neglijcns  if  lie  omits  tra  record  ol  hiz  casiz.  Evuri  manz  ilnes  ma  be 
regarded  az  an  ecsperiment  for  de  benefit  ov  posterity — an  ecsperiment, 
instituted  and  conducted  bj  natur,  and  ofn  dun  at  de  cost  ov  grat  sufurig. 
If  a cemist  duz  not  record  biz  ecsperiments,  no  harm  iz  dun ; lie  can  repet 
dem ; but  de  fizijan  iz  precluded  from  produsiij  dizeziz  at  wil.  He  ma 
modif  j an  ecsperiment  elredi  prosediij  in  de  bodi,  and  if  he  can  dm  so, 
and  at  de  sam  tjm  giv  liiz  pajent  ez,  and  brig  him  trui  biz  dizez,  be  liaz 
dun  a larj  part  ov  biz  duti,  yet  not  de  bol;  for  be  et  tui  record  evuri 
particulur  ov  de  ecsperiment, — hwot  war  de  menz  trjd, — hwot  war  suc- 
sesful,  and  bwot  fold.  3e  sucsesful  Juid  be  reported,  dat  da  ma  be  trjd 
bj  udurz  undur  similar  surcumstansiz ; and  de  unsucsesful,  dat  prejus  tjm 
ma  not  be  wasted  in  de  us  ov  sug  remediz  az  war  fond  inurt  (inert).  We 
ad m Jr  de  man  bra  ordurz  biz  bodi  tra  be  disected  for  de  benefit  ov  sufurig 
posteriti : S Jal  we  not  den  condem  de  fizijan,  bra,  regardles  ov  de  futur 
inturests  ov  biz  pajents,  (bra  ma  liav  returnz  ov  dar  complants,)  and 
regardles  ov  de  inturests  ov  posteriti  ljcwjz,  macs  no  memoranda  ov  hiz 
casiz.  We  ar  told  dat  Hipocratez  gadurd  hiz  nolej  ov  medisin  from  de 
votiv  tablets  in  de  tempi  ov  Esculapius,  hwig  contand  de  namz  and  his- 
toriz  ov  de  pajents  bra  apljd  tra  Esculapius  for  belt,  and  ov  de  remediz 
bj  hwiq  da  war  curd.  In  de  yer  1843,  59,592  prasunz  djd  in  Igglund 
and  Walz,  ov  'Tjsis  (Phthisis).  If  a man  ciad  bav  ben  carid  tra  de  bed- 
sjd  ov  eg  ov  dez  pajents,  and  cud  bav  sen  de  nobl,  de  yug,  de  butiful,  and 
de  talented,  wastig  awa  undur  a dizez  for  bwig  dar  operz  tra  be  no  remedi ; 
— if  he  cud  bav  past  intra  de  surclz  ov  dar  frendz, — if  be  ciad  bav  sen  de 
agczjetiz  ov  huzbandz  for  dar  wjvz,  ov  wjvz  for  dar  buzbandz,  and  ov 
parents  for  dar  gild ren,  bwot  an  imens  anrent  ov  mizuri  and  agcjus  solisi- 
tud  wud  be  bav  witnest ! An  armi  ov  59,592  pepl  swept  awa  anuali ! 
And  yet  it  iz  probabl  dat  dar  ar  no  ful  recordz  ov  mor  dan  400  or  500 
ov  dem.  We,  ov  a puvur  fat,  mjt  profitabli  folo  de  egzampl  ov  de  wur- 
Jipui’z  ov  Esculapius,  and  record  for  de  benefit  ov  posteriti  hwotevur  helt- 
barig  nolej  we  bav  gadurd  in  <sr  inturcors  wid  de  sic.  Ifo  meni  ar  ire 
livig  on  bcdz  ov  pan,  redust  tra  povurti  and  wont,  bra  mjt  bav  resevd 
relef,  if  de  ecsperiens  ov  past  ajiz  bad  ben  recorded,  sifted,  and  transmited 
tra  us ! and  Ire  mug  futur  mizuri  mjt  not  we  prevent,  if  we  wud  colect, 
durig  wun  yer  onli,  el  de  casiz  ov  eni  wun  dizez  ocurig  in  Iggland  alon, 
durig  dat  tjm !

Trn  tac  dsn  casiz  in  loij  hand,  and  widst  de  asistans  ov 
formnk  for  de  purpus,  iz  so  eosediyl  i tediuz  an  afar,  dat  de  majoriti  ov 
famili  mediccd  atendants  cud  not  fjnd  tjm  for  it.  Agen,  hwen  de  casiz 
hav  ben  tacn  wid  de  gratest  car,  da  canot  be  refurd  trn,  or  publijt,  widst  a 
grat  del  ov  trubl.  Hens  it  liaz  cum  tiu  pas  dat  evn  ov  ds  fii  casiz  hwij  ar 
recorded,  fii  ar  luct  at  aftur  ds  turminajun  ov  ds  atendans.  It  iz  a trubl- 
sum  proses  tui  red  dem.  If  ds  nots  ctr  egzamind  tui  tras  de  relajun  ov  de 
simptumz  tin  de  medisin  tacn,  and  de  relajun  ov  de  simptumz  tiu  eg  udur, 
it  iz  wid  dificulti  dat  de  object  can  be  acomplijt.

mule wud  bar  de  sam  relajun  tm  de  practis  ov  fizic,  dat  leyurz  formz  dui 
trn  de  practis  ov  de  le.  If  dez  tablz  or  formule  war  wuns  jiidijusli  dren 
ft,  da  wild  rendur  cas-tacip  veri  muq  eziur.  cle  leyurz  cep  bj  dem
